In tho United Slates harbor* todaj 
are $80,000,1)00 worth of ships, which 
would be selxed Immediately should 
war be declared. 

Germany needs ship*, nnd this would 
b*j one polnl which would Inlluence It 
against even a state of war, and Wash- 
ington la hoping for the beat and wait- 
ins;, and, while waiting, getting ready.

OPPOSED BY KENTUCKIANS 

Washington. April 14.— Kli Brown, 
Jr.. Frankfort: Thomas F. Hatcher, 
llkevllle. and Warden Chilton, of the 
Kentucky State prison at F.ddyville. 
voiced their oppo*itlon to the Hughe* 
hill "to limit the effect of the regula 
Hon of lnter*Utto commerce between 
the »tate« In giasia. ware* and mer 
chandiae manufactured, mined or pro 
duced by convict labor in any prlaon or 

reformatory." 

They appeared before a subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Committee nn Bdu 
cation and Uibor made up of Senators 

Johnson. I'nderw I and Kenyon. Their 

contention waa that Kentucky prison 
product* would suffer if the proposed 
legislation I* enacted.

The Inking of testimony In the case 
of the commonwealth vs. Webb [loll 
was followed by the argument of at- 
torney* for both «ld*B and the case was 
given to the Jury late Saturday after- 
noon. The Jury remained out until Sun- 
day morning when they appeared In 
court and reported to Judge Cisco that 
they had not been uble to agree upon 
a verdict. He then dismissed them un- 
til Monday morning, allowing them to 
deliberate meantime upon the case. In 
reply to a question asked them by the 
court they responded that they had not 
been aide to agree and asked for fur- 
ther time. At noon they reported that 
they were mill unable to agree and they 
did not think they would ever come to- 
gether In a verdict. The rase was con- 
thghed until the August term of the 
court, the Jury waa discharged and the 
defendant released upon bail. The court 
Ihen called the case agalnBt Henry Bus 
■Of, who had been Jointly indicted with 
olt. The commonwealth announced 
reedy.hut the defense said they were not 
ready and asked that the case be con- 
tinued. The motion was overruled and 
he formation of the Jury began. The 
enlre was speedily exhausted and the 
ourt ordered the sheriff to summons 
•Ixly additional Jurors. On Tue*day 
morning work of obtaining a panel be- 
gan and contrary to the opinion of 
many there was but little time con- 
sumed In obtaining the necessary Hum- 
bert of Jurors.

The speaking Is about over as we go 
to pre**, and the Jury will get the case 
Thursday evening. 

Before going Into the trial of the Bu* 
eey case Judge Cisco ordered that all 
the cases untried on the criminal dock- 
et not .heretofore continued be continu- 
ed until the August term of the court, 
excepting the case then on trial and the 
case of the commonwealth vs. Ander- 
»on. John D. Perkln* and H. Perkins, 
charged with the murder of John Per- 
kins, who wa* a son of Squire Meredith 
I'erkins. The John 1». Jvrkins here 
mentioned I* better known as John Dial 
i'erkins. The offenae with which these 
defendant* are charged was commit- 
ted live or six years ago 'near Webb- 
ville, and defendants left thl* county 
after the occurrence, but came back and 
were released on ball. 

The Judge continued these aevernl 
cn*e« on the criminal docket in order 
that as much of the civil docket as pos- 
sible could be tried. 

Milt Fraley. charged with breaking 
Into the atore of W. S. Castle, on Blaine 
was tried and acquitted.

Washington, April 13. — President 
Wilson speaking at a Jefferson day 
banquet of Democrats from all part* of 
the country' here tonight, prayed that 
the United States would not be drawn 
into a quarrel not of it* own choosing, 
but asked if the people were ready to 
go In where the Interests of America 
were coincident with the interests of 
humanity and have the courage to 
withdraw when the interests of human- 
ity had been conserved. He wa* In- 
terrupted by cheer* and ahouU of 
"yes." 

During his address the lYesident had 
mentioned the European war and the 
Mexican question, without intimating 
what were his plans in either of the 
problems confronting the United 
States. 

He declared that in the present situa- 
tion the. responsibility was with the 
Democratic party, because that party 
controls the Government and that "it 
Is for us" to hold the balance even and 
not to allow some malign Influence to 
depress one side or the other. 

Most of the speech was devoted to 
reviewing the achievements of the 
Democratic party dining the last three 
years, and to a criticism of the Repub- 
licans a* the party with "a provincial 
spirit." The President asserted that 
the nation was better prepared than 
ever before to show how America can 
lead the way along the path of light. 

The lYesident declared that he was 
not interested in personal ambition, nor 
even enthusiastic over party success 
hut that he was interested In seeing 
the load depressing humanity lifted. He 
mentiorfed none of the Republican lea- 
ders by name, but when he spoke of 
ambitious men, there were shouts of 
"T. R." 

What the nation demands now. the 
President said, is service essentially 
nonpartisan, not only in consideration 
of foreign affairs, but in domestic af- 
fairs as well. 

Referring incidentally to Mexico he 
Mil of how a man had urged that trus- 
tee* for that nation's welfare lie chosen, 
and of his reply that no nation had 
achieved real prosperity and happiness 
for its masses through a trusteeship 
lmi*»sed on it from above.

SIMPLE TESTS FOR DETECT- 
ING FOOD ADULTERANTS. 



Every housewife who haa at heart 
the health of her family always tries 
to give them the purest of foods." says 
a chemist. "However, she may defeat 
her own purpose by a lack of a little 
knowledge. Every housewife, should 
know the simple testa by which ah* 
can easily detect adulterants in - th* 
different foods. Here are a few 
tests that any one can use 1 
ly In safeguarding his health: 

"An increasingly large amount of 
salt may be worked into bread by un- 
scrupulous bakers, without the con- 
sumer* becoming aware of It. The ides, 
1* that bread loaded with salt weighs 
more heavily on account of the mois- 
ture which It will retain. 

"To find out the real value of bread 
from the standpoint of weight a little 
experiment may be followed: Take two 
samples of equal weight and bake these 
in an oven for an hour. At the end of 
this time weigh again. That which is 
the heavier is the bettea-avalue. The) 
addition of alum to bread to make It 
white (often used to mask an inferior 
flour I is much to be condemned. Small 
quantities of alum taken regularly In 
this way are very' harmful. Happily a 
simple test for the discovery of alum 
in bread Is available. Take a sample 
of the suspected article and place It In 
a saucer. Then pour over it a solution 
of carbonate of ammonia If alum is 
present in the bread it will turn black, 
but if the bread is pure no change will 
take place. 

"A very good test by means of which 
the best fresh butter may be disting- 
uished 'rum the made-up article or 
margarine is that in which a small 
quantity of the sample in placed in a 

I tiny tube. This is set in water suffi- 
ciently warm to melt the content*; the 
sample Is kept in a melted state for 

I half an hour and it is then examined. 
If the butter Is pure, and of the high- 
est quality, it will almost certainly be> 
clear. On the other hand, with marga- 
rine or a worked- up butter a certain 
cloudiness will be apparent. 

"A more simple, but equally relia- 
ble, test Is that in which a piece of th* 
susiwcted article about the site of th* 
tip of the little finger is placed in a 
sr**>n. This is held over a gaa burn- 
er, and the Itehavior of the s ample I* 
watched. Real butter boils quietly, 

' producing a quantity of small bub- 
ble*, while margarine, or a pr.K .-»s but- 
ter, will crackle and sputter much in 

' a way that green leave* do w hen they 
are placed on a fire. 

"Therr are on the market many ad- 
ulterated Jams and Jellies which caa 
be detected by this method. Mix a 
sample of the "• with an 

equal "•' it r. '. ".irow Into 

the mi\i , .. . ■ . . otton wool and 

1 » 'or half an hour. Now try to wash 
the stain. If the Jam is pure the 
stain can be easily removed: where 
dye has been used no amount of wash- 
ing will get rid of the stain.

An Old Soldier. 
On "Oo-to-Sumlay-School Day" In one 
of our Sunday Schools an old man 
said, "I am over seventy year* old. It 
has heen forty years since I was In a 
Church The man who Is now Gover- 
nor cit Kentucky was my Colonel dur- 
ing the »ar. 1 always obeyed every 
order he Iss ied. When lay old Colonel 
issued the order that everybody must 
come to Sunday School today, I hart 
to obey. Now I am here, what are 
you going to do with me?" A Men's 
Hlblu Clasa was ready far him. Three 
weeks later he became a member of 
the Church und has lived a consistent 
Christian life ever since. 

A Young Man. 
At another Sunday School, a young 
man, who had been going with a wild 
set. was among the visitors on "Go-to- 
Sunduy School Day." He became a re- 
gular member of the Young Men's 
ion after he declined 
an Invitation to go on a Sunday ex- 
cursion where he knew there would be 
drinking and gambling, saying, "No, 
boy*, no more of that for me. I have 
something so much better." 

A Junior Boy. 
For more than a year none of the 
family had attended Church or Sunday 
School. On "Goto-Sunday School 
Day" the children were permitted to 
go and from that day became regular 
members. In a few week* the twelve- 
year-old boy united with the Church.

Church home fur her letter. And now 
the father, too. often sits with them 
at the Church service.
